From the outbreak of war, en- 
emy aliens in Canada have been 
divided into three classes for ad- 


ministrative purposes 

1—Those believed to be a danger 
to the state if left at liberty. 

2—A large group whose attitude 
would not indicate a necessity for 
internment but who must be kept 
under police surveillance. 

3—A considerable number *who| 
apparently would not constitute a 
danger to the state and to whom 
certificates are given exempting 
them from the necessity of report- 
ing. 

WIDENED IN JUNE, 1940 

The division into classes was ap 
plied to Germans at the start of 
the war and extended to the Ital- 
ians when Italy entered the con- 
flict. 

The control 
crisis of June, 


was widened in the 
1940, by inclusion of 


Section 26-B in the regulations, 
thus bringing under restrictions as 
enemy aliens those of German or 


Italian origin who were naturalized 
since 1922, 

At the same time, with the 
declarations of war against the 
Axis satellite states of Finland, 
Rumania and Hungary, countries 
which Canada believed were 
forced into the war by Germany, 
Section 26-C was placed in the 
regulations to authorize exemp- 
tion certificates for nationals of 
those countries resident in Can- 
ada who had automatically be- 
come enemy aliens. 

It was felt that the large number 
of nationals of those countries in 
Canada, with possible scattered ex 
ceptions, had no sympathy for the 
Axis cause and their usefulness as 
Canadian workers should not be 
disturbed by restrictions applied to 
enemy aliens. 


EXTEND PRIVILEGES 

It now has been decided to extend 
the same privileges to nationals of 
Italy and Austria on the same as- 
sumption of loyalty, and exemption 
certificates may now be issued to 
about 12,000 Italians and 1,500 Aus- 
trians 

“The position of Italian nationals 
in Canada has been carefully 
studied,” the external affairs state- 
ment said. “As the war proceeds it 
is clear that Italy's position is 
becoming more and more that of a 
vassal state of Nazi Germany, 

“There is increasing evidence 
of hostility on the part of Italians 
both in Italy and abroad to the 
pressure of Nazi domination and 
to the Fascist regime. 

“Among Italians in Canada this 
has been reflected in repudiation 
of Fascism and in adherence to the 
cause of the United Nations.” 

Heretofore, while exemption cer- 
tificates have been issued to Ger- 
man and Italian nationals, it has 
been only in exceptional circum. 
stances, Under section 26-C they 
have been granted to Finns, Ru- 
manians and Hungarians generally, 
except in cases where there is a 
Suspicion of untrustworthiness, 


STATEMENT ISSUED 


Of the cestoration of citizenship 
to loyal British subjects of enemy 
origin who were naturalized since 
1922, the statement said 

“The past three years’ of war 
have shown us that the vast major- 
ity of British subjects of former 
German and Italian nationality ares 
loyal to this country and its institu- 
tions 


“They have complied willingly 
with the special restrictions 
placed upon them and many of 
them have Canadian-born sons 
serving in the Canadian armed 
forces, 

“They are subject to call up 
under the national resources mobi- 
lization act regulations, The gov- 
ernment feels that the time has 
come when these special restric- 
tions on this class of naturalized 
British subjects can safely be re- 
vised.”

Like the last three, Christmas this year 
is “different”. It is not, and cannot be, the 
season of care-free merrymaking that we 

»w in pre-war days. : 
 Cheateres “as usual” would be inap- 
propriate if it were possible, and it is ede 
possible. There are too» many broken 
homes and worried minds, in Edmonton 
as elsewhere; too much devilishness going 
on over great areas of the world, Christian 
and non-Christian; too many millions in 
want: too much oppression, brutality, tor- 
ture and robbery; too many brave men 
from our own and other centres in this 
and other countries who stand in places of 
danger against the savagery that has 
overwhelmed western Europe and a great 
part of the Orient and threatens to engulf 
the world. The merriment of other Christ- 
mases is a casualty of the Axis war. 

But merrymaking was not the theme 
of the angels’ song heard among the 
Judean hills that first Christmas morning. 
The refrain they chanted ran as follows: 
“Glory to God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, good-will toward men”, 

That was, and is, God's Christmas mes- 
Sage to mankind. Not a message of com- 
pulsion, not necessarily a message of pro- 
phecy, but certainly a message of direc- 
tion. This was, and is, the Divine plan 
for the ordering of human life and con- 
duct. That way lies happiness. What lies 
in the other direction stands clear in lead- 
ed lines in the news of the day. 

We of the Allied nations are fighting 
for the principles embodied in this mes- 
sage; the right to freely worship God, and 
the right to live, as individuals and as na- 
tions, without being molested and without 
fear of being molested. 

The Christmas message sounded good 
to the shepherds who first heard it. It is 
still the message of hope and cheer for our 
troubled world, as it is for the individual. 
It is the only prescription men have that 
offers a prospect of peace and security. 
These can only exist if and so far as men of 
good-will direct the affairs of nations. And 
good-will is the fruit of reverence. 

If Christmas has come to be a season 
of happiness in ordinary times it is because 
the normal human reaction to this mes- 
sage is one of joy. Except when they have 
been perverted by Satan-inspired propa- 
ganda, people in all lands desire peace and 
good-will. Back of the frivolity that marks 
the usual Christmas season there is a joy 
that is genuine—the natural response of 
the human mind to the message that came 
to the world on this day. Humanity con- 
forms most to the Divine rule at Christ- 
mas-time, therefore men and women and 
little children then are happiest. 

If Christmas cannot be merry this year, 
it can be something even better in the cir- 
cumstances we now have to face. It can 
bring peace to the anxious mind, courage 
to the fainting heart, comfort to the 
bereaved, confidence that God's way of 
life will in the end prevail. We shall win 
through to a future in which Christmas 
will be not only what it was in the past, but 
better, because “peace, good-will among 
men” will be more real and better fortified 
than it has ever yet been.

fication of children 

In brief, if Christ is only what 
our modern paganism declares 
Him to be, we are- hypocritical to 
celebrate Christmas at all. For the 
celebration of Christmas implies an 
acceptance of certain principles 
that transcend normal experience 
and belief in a mystical event that 
changed the whole world in one 
tremendous night. 


I have said that, to understand 
Christmas, we must understand 
the world in which the first Christ- 
mas occurred 

It was a weary world. 

It represented the zenith of 
material civilization and the nadir 
of spiritual understanding. 

The adhcient religions had re- 
ceded to their lowest ebb. It was 
true that the benign paganism of 
Rome had wiped out the active 
devil-worship of Carthage. But the 
cult of the home, which had 
afforded Rome the strength to van- 
quish the baby-devouring Moloch, 
had been undermined by a wave of 
licentiousness which, in turn, was 
the preduct of unearned wealth, 

Thus, the mythologies which, 
even at their worst, had represent- 
ed a human effort to find the 
Deity, had degenerated into mean- 
ingless ritual. . 

The Gréek gods were linked up 
with obscene rites which were 


established on the utmost depravi- | 


ties of human desire. The Roman 
gods had become a gallery of 
vacuous photographs, including 
that of the current Roman em- 
peror whose image, on pain of 
punishment, had to be saluted, 


with hypocritical ritual, at the gate 
of every city. 

In a religious way, there was a 
tongue in the cheek for every knee 
that was bowed. 


Nor was the monotheistic reli- 
gion of the Jews in much better 
case. There were devotion and 
sincerity in Judeea. But the 
divine voices of the ancient pro- 
phets had been drowned out 
the shrill clamor of priestly dema- 


by | 


gogues arguing bitterly about the 
formalities of the law. 

Even the philosophical attempt 
to reach the eternal realities had 
diminished pitifully into mere jug- 
glery of words and ideas. The 
sublime thinking of Socrates and 
Plato and Aristotle had given place 
to the antics of philosophical 
|mountebanks who hired out at so 
for the amusement of idle de- 
| bauchees. 

It was a world of pathetic sophis- 
tication. The scholars knew every- 
| thing and believed in nothing. The

It was a world of disillusionment. 

And the eternal symbol of that 
age is Pontius Piiate who, enthron- 
ed to define justice, could only en- 
quire wearily, “What is truth?”

It was 
an age that had lost faith alike in 
reason and in. instinct. 


It was an age that, relinquishing | 
the hope of heaven had found the) 


things of earth sour and unprofit- 
able. 

One must not condemn this 
period too much for its excesses 
and its immorality and its dishon- 
esty, These things exist in any age. 
But the one thing that stands out 
and stamps this time above all else 
was the hopelessness of it. 

There can be read in every page 
of its history the poignant realiza- 
tion of spiritual failure, the epi- 
tome of futility 

Here in this fateful age was con- 
centrated the frustration of man’s 
Spiritual hopes, Here was written, 
in his religion and his thinking and 
his behavior, the dreadful and final 
fact that man, of his own efforts, 
cannot find God, that man cannot 
save himself. 

And then came the first Christ- 
mas. 


It was eternally fitting that God 
should come to the earth to make 
personal contact with his wander- 
ing creatures in the form of a 
Child and in a cave that was used 
as a stable. 

The emperors and potentates and 
gods had been found wanting. 
Divinity in a Child was something 
the whole earth could understand. 

The temples had become nests 
of commercialism and hypocrisy. 
The palaces were beds of licen- 
tiousness. 

But the cave was of the earth 
earthy and salvation was to come 
from the earth, or rather, from a 


God who did not disdain the earth. 
Nor did the symbolism stop 
there, 


Pride was the curse of the an- 
cient world, as if is the curse of 
all times and ages. But how could 
human pride survive the thought 
of the King who was born in a 
stable? 

Surely human “rights” and priv- 
ileges grow very thin in contempla- 
tion of the Saviour of the world for 
whom there was no room in the 
inn.

Even St. Paul’s rule in the First 
Epistle to the Corinthians, from | 
; which the custom grew up—“But 
every woman that prayeth ... with 
her hair uncovered dishonoureth 
her head”—has been interpreted in| 
many different ways. One of these 
readings of this argument went that 
because woman was created for 
man she should have a covering 
on her head in token of his author- 
ity. The further sanction for this, 
according to this particular inter- 
pretation, was that the angels, 
guardians of order and seemliness, 
were in the church and would wish 
to see this token of submission to 
the man’s authority 

Though this is a possible gloss 
on his text, on one knows exactly 
what was in St. Paul’s mind or 
what were the stil) older influences 
that moved him. (Some of the 
Jewish Rabbis believed that the 
hair was so powerful a beauty that 
they recommended married women 
to keep it covered at all times.) 


{t is strange that this custom 
which does not seem to have en- 
tered into Anglican Church law, 
should have persisted through the 
centuries, The canon of 1603, de- 
claring that “no man shall cover 
his head in the church or chapel 
in the time of Divine Service, ex- 
cept he have some infirmity”, laid 
nothing down about the covering 
of women’s hair. But the freer air 
of today has at last blown away a 
custom that was strong enough to 
need no law for its enforcement.

After the bishop died he was 
canonized and became Saint Nich- 
olas, the patron saint of children 
soldiers and sailors and merchants, 
His pleasant memory was perpetu- 
ated for the children by continuing 
his cusfom of Christmas gifts. To- 
day, Saint Nicholas is often the 
name given to Santa Claus 

It is easy to see how the name 
Santa Claus was derived from the 
bishop's name.

the Germans no longer bother 
about cemetery propaganda, and 
sometimes they haven't time to 
dig individual graves. | saw mass 
graves sometimes, for this was the 
scene of the rout of 20,000 Ger 
man cavalrymen in one engage- 
ment. 

1 saw many starved ill-,clad, frost- 
bitten German prisoners, whose 
grovelling attitude contrasted 
sharply with the cockiness most 
German prisoners showed at 
front last year. They thought then 
that Germany was invincible. When 
I would ask one of them why he 
was fighting Russia he would say 
usually “we are fighting for greater 
Germany.” 

I was struck also by the number 


‘of Russian gir uniformed, with 
pistols on their hips, throughout 


the frontal zone up to. the firing 
zone. I asked Gen. Chistiakov about 
this 

“They are auxiliaries 
telephonists, telegraphi clerks, 
mess workers,” he said. “My 17 
year old daughter serves with me 
as staff clerk. The wife of my 
chief of staff is in a medical unit 
in this sector. Women constitute 
the majority in the sanitary corps. 
When necessary the women also 
fight—-and not worse than men, 
“Women appear less nervous thaa 
men under fire; at least that’s my 
opinion.”

Chistiakov about the 
many different nationalities I had 
seen among the goldiers, though 
Russians and Ukrainians predomin- 
ate, Chistiakov himself is Russian 


ALL POTENTIALLY GOOD 

“Definitely there is no qualitative 
difference between the national 
ities as soldiers,” he said. “It is al) 
a question of training and leader 
ship. Every man potentially a 
good soldier, However, the Russ 
ians, especially the Siberians 
naturally bear the cold better than 
southern nationalities,” 

In Chistiakov’s cave, which the 
Germans forced Russian peasants to 
build, there were a wooden table 
an iron cot, benches, a telephone 
and a radio, the electricity being 
supplied by a mobile generator. 

Chistiakov is typical of the 
young generals who have come to 
the fore by prowess in battle; 
they average under 45 years and
